For Sellers in- 
sisted upon just the right story, 
with just the right cast for his 
first vehicle under wholly Ameri- 
can auspices, and these Hellman 
and Hill provided for him. 

The story, for example, is from 
the combined pens of Nora and 
Nunnally Johnson. It’s a bit of 
hilarity which tells what befell a 
third-rate concert pianist (played 
by Sellers), when two teen-age 
high school girls developed a 
crush on him and started to chase 
him.

The teen-agers selected as the 
chasers are Merrie Spaeth and 
Tippy Walker, two youngsters who 
were awarded the roles by Hell- 
man and Hill after a nation-wide 
search for just the right girls. 
They were selected out of several 
thousand candidates. 

These central figures in the com- 
edy are supported by such well- 
known film, stage and _ television 
personalities as Paula Prentiss, 
Angela Lansbury, Tom _ Bosley, 
Phyllis Thaxter, Bibi Osterwald 
and Peter Duchin, Elmer Bern- 
stein was signed to do the music, 
Sellers agreed it was quite a pack- 
age, and the cameras of his first 
all-American effort began to grind 
—on the sidewalks of New York 
City. 

Sellers, in whose veins courses 
the bloods of the famous 19th 
Century prizefighter Daniel Men- 
doza and Queen Victoria’s prime 
minister Benjamin Disraeli, was 
practically born on the stage. His 
father was musical director of a 
London revue company and_ his 
mother a noted yaudeville per- 
former of her day. 

After some rather unimpressive 
appearances on the stage and ra- 
dio, Sellers hit it big in 1949 when 
he became part of the famous 
“Goon Show” on the air. This took 
him to television and finally into 
films in a little effort called “Let’s 
Go Crazy.” 
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The British public did — in a 
great big way—and it wasn’t long 
before Sellers was playing impor- 
tant comedy. His immediate flair 
for characterization and mimicry 
did it and his star soared. His 
fame became world-wide with “I’m 
All Right, Jack” and “The Mouse 
That Roared.”

Eddie Duchin’s son Peter, a

The town, of course, is New 
York, which is the locale for the 
tale of an imagined love affair 
between two teen-agers played by 
lovely new-comers Merrie Spaeth 
and Tippy Walker on the distaff 
side, and Britain’s famed comed- 
ian Sellers, as a third-rate pianist, 
on the other. The film is the first 
all-American production in which 


Sellers appears, and it was written 
by Nora and Nunnally Johnson. 

Ornitz’ scenery may be consid- 
ered a first-class Panavision and 
Colored rubberneck tour of the 
great metropolis since it embraces 
the entire town from Greenwich 
Village and its side streets, to Car- 
negie Hall, to the upper crust 
dream cliffs of the aristocratic east 
side. 

The big cast also includes Tom 
Bosley of Broadway, Phyllis Thax- 
ter, Bibi Osterwald in co-starring 
roles. It was produced by Jerome 
Hellman and directed by George 
Roy Hill, with music by Elmer

Ornitz is best known for his 
camera work in such productions 
as “Act One,” the Moss Hart 
story; “Requiem for a _ Heavy- 
weight” and “The Young Doctors.”

The Story (Not for Publication) 


The world of Henry Orient (PETER SELLERS), a concert pianist of doubtful 
talent, is suddenly and volcanically invaded by two prep school girls, Valerie Boyd 
(TIPPY WALKER) and Marian Gilbert (MERRIE SPAETH) called, simply, Gilbert.
